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This  bibliographer  is  divided  into  two  sections.  The  first 
deals  with  a  general  overvievr  of  the  literature.  It  is  meant  to 
be  general  as  other  bibliographies  have  been  constructed  by 
dealing  with  specific  topics  of  futurism.  In  this  section  such 
works  by  major  scholars  as  Bell,  Toffler,  Kahn,  and  McHale  are 
featured.  In  constructing  this  section,  we  want  to  thank 
Mrs.  ¥.  Beard  of  Uorld  Future  Society,  f'ls .  Annette  Morrison  of 
the  Rand  Corporation,  and  specifically  comments  from  Prof.  John 
McHale  of  The  Center  for  Integrative  Studies  at  The  Universily  of 
New  York,  Binghampton.  Categorically,  the  works  in  this 
section  deal  with  life  style  and  cultural  values  in  the  post- 
industrial  society. 

The  second  section  concerns  itself  with  the  theory  and 
methods  of  Futurology.  TTithin  this  section,  such  discussion 
include  "zig-zag,"  "Hcgelean,"  "analogous  models,"  "envelope," 
and  Delphi  forecasting  descriptions.  This  part  of  the 
bibliography  should  provide  core  information  about  the  field. 
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
